DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON THE APPLICATION OF TECHNOLOGY TO THE 
TEACHING OF BASIC SKILLS TO STATE AND LOCAL EDUCATION AGENCIES 


L INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Education (ED) anticipates awarding a 24-month 
contract to provide technical assistance to State Education Agency (SEA) 
personnel designed to assist states and local school districts to apply 
modern technology to the teaching of basic skills. ; 


I. BACKGROUND 


Modern society has available to it a wide range of new technologies that 

can increase the learner's understanding and use of basic communication 

skills and computational skills. These technologies are rapidly being applied 

in the workplace and in the home. The number of workers in service areas 

has increased radically since 1960. Use of robotics and electronic feedback 

systems will continue to impact upon the number of personnel in industry, 

while at the same time increase the efficiency of output. As industry retools 

for the technological age, it will require a highly literate work force capable 

of designing systems and maintaining quality control. If the U.S. schools 

ere to parallel this development in business and industry, they must develop 
learners with skills that enable them to cope with space age science and technology. 
The foundations for this understanding must begin in the elementary grades. 


Extensive studies of the use of large scale computers in education have demonstrated 
that learning takes place at equal to or better than the rates of traditional 
instruction. However, the high cost of the large mainframe computer systems 
have precluded their adoption by school systems on a universal basis. The 

. instructional capabilities of traditional audiovisual materials and television 
have been demonstrated as well. Programs such as "SESAME STREET," "THE 
ELECTRIC COMPANY," "VILLA ALEGRE," and others have effectively taught 
specific objectives to the learner. Recent R&D efforts funded by the National 
Science Foundation have documented the instructional effectiveness of microcomputers. 
The combination of audio, visual, and manipulative activities with the microcomputer 
offer still a greater potential for increased learning among all children. 


I. PURPOSE 


The purpose of this procurement is to provide State Education Agencies resources 
and technical assistance in the adoption of modern information technology 

in the teaching of basic skills. The Contractor shall take advantage of existing 
materials and resources to accomplish the purposes of this procurement. This 

is to be a partnership between the Federal government and State Education 
Agencies. The Contractor will be required to design, develop, and implement 
those large scale activities that require economies of scale for efficiency 

and enable the State personnel to carry out the full implementation of the 
program. 
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IV. AUTHORIZATION AND ELIGIBILITY 


V. 


This Request for Proposal (RFP) is made under the authority of Public Law 

95-561 (20 USC 2887), Title I, Part A Basic Skills Improvement, Section 207 of the 
Education Amendments of 1978. This law provides for contracts with Public 

and private agencies, organizations and institutions (profit and non-profit). 


TASKS TO BE ACCOMPLISHED 


The Contractor will work closely with all State Education Agencies and territories 


to design and implement a program of technical assistance in the teaching of 
basic skills through technology. The Contractor will provide the backup resources 


required to facilitate technical assistance in this information area. Where it is 
reasonable and requires economies of scale, the contractor shall arrange for 
telecommunication and information resources. For example, special satellite 
feeds through PBS stations to a specific region may provide widespread 

distribution of curriculum materials or access to experts which would not otherwise 
be available to an individual state or local school. Backup information resources 
may be supplied to states through the Contractor by searching various information. 
files and locating specific information on teaching basic skills through technology. 
The Contractor will design and offer to the state and local education districts 

at least ten teleconferences that cover the developed curricula area. 


A. DESIGN 


The Contractor shall select representatives of State Education Agencies and 
work with them to develop a design for carrying out the purposes of this 
procurement demonstrating a partnership between the Federal Government's 
objectives and the State's needs and goals. Since some States have already 
adopted statewide information, television and computer networks to serve 
schools, and others are just beginning to enter these fields, it is essential 
that the Contractor design a system that meets the needs of all states 

and territories. 


1. The Contractor will establish an Advisory Board representative 
of State Education Agency, Professionals Basie Skills Professionals and 
Technologists. 


2. The Contractor will obtain from each State participating in this 
program an agreement of understanding that details the responsibilities 
of the Contractor to provide services and the responsibilities of the 
State Education Agency to follow through with the training at interstate, 
intrastate, and local levels. ; 


3. The Contractor shall establish specific criteria for the inclusion 
of materials in the dissemination program. These materials should 
include current Department of Education contracts with WNET 
of New York City and CRC of Belmont, Massassachusetts, but is 
not limited to these resources. (See Appendix A) 
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4. The Contractor may select commercially available materials that 
‘they wish to include in the curriculum. If they do so, they must obtain 
the rights to broadcast or otherwise distribute the materials. Such 
use does not imply an endorsement by the Federal Government. 

In addition, before they obtain the final rights, approval must be 
sought from the Contract Officer to determine the economic 
advantages of such a procurement. 


TELECONFERENCES 


The Contractor is responsible for disseminating training materials to State 
Education Agencies designed to enhance the use of technology in teaching 
basic skills. The ultimate objective of the project is to encourage 
systematic planning by local schools for the use of technology in the learning 
process and to provide adequate staff development for teachers and other 
educational professionals. 


1. Establish a procedure that allows for State Education 


Agencies and/or Institutions of Higher Education to offer 
course credit for the series of workshops offered under this 
contract. 


2. Use technology to teach about technology. Careful coordination 
between and among participating agencies can assure a tie 
into a teleconferencing technique that offers rapid and 
widespread distribution of these materials. The Contractor 
shall explore PBS closed- channel distribution, cablecasting and 
other satellite distribution methods. Such training sessions 
shall be taped and made available in recorded formats as well as 
in live presentations. 


3. Print, pre-recorded materials and other supplemental materials 
will be made available to the States prior to the dissemination 
effort. 


4, o 5% of the total budget for this co made available 
for public awareness activities designed to promote participation 


fn the program. Such materials will be designed so that SEAs may 
attach their own local and State information to the materials. 


INFORMATION SERVICES 


The Contractor will provide a search and information service for 
participating states. This service should have access to related files 
of information on materials and programs in basie skills and 

learning technologies. 


1. The Contractor will maintain telephone information lines 
at no cost to the user to handle incoming inquiries concerning 
media and materials for the learning of basic skills. 
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2. The Contractor shall develop a system that enables 
participating programs to share and exchai.ze microcomputer 
programs in teaching basic skills. This shall include the 
design of an electronic mailbox to share information 
on techniques and developments in the teaching of 
basic skills. 


3. The Contractor shall develop alist of regional experts in 
technology and the teaching of basic skills that can be 
referred to by local programs needing such advice. 


VI. EVALUATION 


The Contractor shal! conduct or subcontract for an evaluation of the project. 
This evaluation shall include the following elements: 


1. A needs assessment of the participating States to determine their 
entry level knowledge and capabilities. The output of this effort 
would provide the baseline data for the curriculum development 

- of the teleconferencing. It should explore questions concerning 
ye "Oe gk current level of media including new technologies, such as: the 
. 4? icrocomputer and videodise technologies available within 
agi v ju states and school districts, the amount of training and knowledge 
of teachers and administrators, and the anticipated future 
on expenditures for new technologies within schools. 


2. An evaluation of the teleconference participants shall be made 
that Includes, such items as: the size and characteristics of the 
participants, whether they are taking the teleconference for 
college credit or in school staff development, previous training, 
their evaluation of the teleconference techniques, and changes 
in skill application in respect to teaching basic skills. 


3. An evaluation will be built into the information service that 
includes a routine tabulation of the inquiries and usage of the 
system, e.g., documentation of the nature and scope of the 
inquiry, turnaround time and a sample followup of users with 
respect to the effectiveness of the information obtained. 


4. An evaluation will be made of the electronic exchange of 
— - microcomputer programs. Who is contributing to the system? 
What is contributed? Who and what is exchanged in the electronic 
mailbox? 


It is assumed that the Contractor, while he/she may select to use a subcontractor 
for some of the evaluation will maintain automated systems to determine use of 
information systems.

_The Contractor may not have all the expertise required to accomplish the 

scope of work successfully. We anticipate that there may be subcontractors 

for such areas as field testing or program development. It is the contractor's 
responsibility to coordinate and manage the subcontractors. The prime 
contractor will be responsible to the Government for all elements of the work. 
This will include all management coordination, maintenance, and development 

of subcontractor specifications, policy adherence, quality control, documentation 
cost control, all communications to the Government and fulfillment of all prime 
contract and subcontract provisions.

No endorsement 
is implied by a contractor's equipment selection. ; 


A. Rights 


1. If the Contractor proposes to use copyrighted materials, evidence must 
be provided that ED will have unlimited right for educational use and 
other rights as approved by ED's Copyright Officer and Contracting 


Officer. 


2. The Contractor shall insure that educational use rights shall be available 
in perpetuity. (The cost proposal may include buying these rights.) "Educational 
use rights” mean that sufficient number of duplicates may be made 
to serve the needs of schools, school systems, college or university 
campuses, local or regional centers, or other recognized educational 
units. Copies may be retained or distributed within or by an agency 
authorized by the U.S. Government, but may not be sold or leased for 


profit.

The technical proposal must describe completely 
how the task will be accomplished. In those cases where there is an overlap 
of the technicul and business elements, those elements are to be cited 
in both the technical and business proposals. Costs figures will, however, 


‘be restricted to the business proposal. _Offerors will submit a technical 
proposal and cost proposal ior the entire project. 
A. Technical Proposal 


The offeror's name and the page number shall be typed on each page of 
the technical proposal. The narrative aspect of the entire proposal shall 
not exceed 100 double-spaced pages. The technical proposal shall consist 
of the following: 


1. Abstract: A one-page summary of the proposal's objectives and activities. 
2. Table of Contents 


3. Introduction: The offeror shall summarize the purposes and objectives 
of the project to demonstrate complete understanding of ED's intent 


and requirements. 


4. Procedural Plan: This section shall fully describe the offeror's theoretical 
and technical approach employed to comply with each task enumerated 
in the RFP workscope. The procedural plan shall describe the offeror's 
approach for the entire project, indicating distinct break-outs for each 
task described in the Work Statement. 


While a general statement of strategy is appropriate, procedures shall 

be specific with regard to each task in each phase. These specifications 
shall indicate exactly how the work will be conducted, not merely general 
approaches and strategies. Particular attention will be paid to the 
proposed plan, the specific objectives, sample treatments, the control 
and testing procedures and the distribution strategy.

Management Plan and Schedule: The management plan shall show the 
easibility of implementing the offeror's technical approach through the 


- effective utilization of resources. The plan shall present a clear description 
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of the working relations among personnel, resources, time scheduling, and 
specific tasks. The plan shall contain a method for insuring the timely 

and successful completion of each work task. In addition, specific 
requirements include: the time-phased activity level plan, the deliverables 
schedule, and control mechanisms proposed to insure attainment of the 
procedural plan. The offeror shall include one or more management charts 
depicting specific tasks, time scheduling for each task, and nonfinancial 


resources assigned to each task. Names of principal personnel responsible 
for each task shall be included on the charts. 


Personnel: Personnel with major responsibilities shall be listed by name, 
title, position, academic background, relevant experience, responsibilities 
within the project, percentage of time committed to the project, and the 
extent to which this commitment is assured. All advisors and consultants 


who have ed to serve the project shall be similarly identified and 
letters of agreement from them shall be attached. 

Vitae for all principal personnel, including consultants, shall be appended 
to the proposal. Each vitae shall be limited to not more than three pages 


and shall emphasize areas directly relevant to the Work Statement. 


Organization Experience: The offeror shali describe pertinent and recent 
experience and qualifications in conducting work of a similar nature. Summaries 
(not to exceed one page) of related work should be cited. 


References to contracts or similar work completed for the Government 
shall include: 


a. Name, address, phone number of the Contracting or Grant Officer 
b. Contract or grant number 5 
ec. Effective date of the award and period cf performance 


d. Amount of award and any increase in cost 
e. Brief, description of the project, including any extension of time. 


Current Obligations: Each offeror shall identify both Federal and 
non-Federal obligations existing during the course of the proposed 
project for all personnel who will be assigned to the project.
